seasons such as this bOyers see things 
thm peculiar eves and it should not 
be surprising if a slight tendency to 
tindVT'grade wools were to make its- 
self manifest. The situation this year 
is entirely the reverse of, what obtain- 
«d last year and we find a wide spread 
between the price of fine wool and 
quarter Mood Accurate ^rs^dinf; is 
thcrctorc more important, espciallv 
from the inromr standpoint, than in 
many years past, and farmers w!ictlier 
operating tlirii the county wool pool 
or individually, should take pann to 
separate all their fine wools from 
quarter aii'l I'uv <|iiarter blood 

The lowerinK of the ^rade upon a 
small (|uantity of wools, partocularly 
if this nii({ht mean the dropping from 
a quarter to a low ipiartcr ^rade. will 
mean much of gaii\ to the buyer and 
much of IMS to tht p roiawr of tb* 
wools.

PKOMOTING PLANT 

EFFICIBNCY. 



The eifjht luuir day is not oiilv more 
efficient than the 10 hour day in in- 
dustrial ptanti, bat ia mora aconomi- 
cal. 

This is the conclusion reached by 
experts of the I'nited States I'ublic 
Health Service after a careful detailed 
study of conditions and production in 
Standard factories of both classes, 
which has been under way since 1917. 

The plants surveyed were selected 
after a great deal of care. Each is a 
modern factory, employing such a 
large number of workers as to make 
•ay conclusions reached apply to in- 
daatry in general. The other consider- 
ation was that the machinery, manu- 
factured product and processes in the 
10 hour plant should be sufficiently 
similar to the eight hour plant to 
make a fair comparison. 

The advantages are all in favor of 
eight hour days, or shifts, as compar- 
ed with the 10 hour day. and relate to 
maintenance of output, to lost time 
and to industrial accidents. 

Here are the main conclusions sum- 
arized : 

Mainten.mce (jf output: The out- 
standing fc.itnrc of the eight hour day 
is steady maintenance of output The 
outstanding feature of tlie 1(1 hour 
system is the decline of output. 

Lost time: I'nder the eight hour 
.system work uitli almost full power 
begms .md ends ap)iro\imatcly on 
schedule, atid lost time is reduced to 
a miinnm I'nder the Hi lio\ir system 
%vork ceases regularly before the end 
of the spell and lost time is fre<|uent 

Stereotvped output: I'tuler the 10 
hour system the laborers seem to arti 
fically restrict their efforts and to 
keep pace with the less efficient work- 
ers. Under the eight hour day the 
oatput varies more nearly according 
to the individual capacity of the labor- 
er. That is; each is more likely to do 
hia utmost, rather than an "average 
day's work," ragalalcd by a low 
standard. 

Industrial accidents: This |>hase of 
the study is of particular interest. 
Ordinarily accidents may be expected 
to vary directly with speed of pro- 
duction, owing to increased exposure 
ta risk. But when fatigue is taken into 
considetation there is a marked modi- 
fication of this rule. When there is a 
reduction of output due to fatigue 
there is a rise in the number of ac- 
cidents; that is, in the last hours of 
the 10 or V2 hour day. in spite of 
employes slowing up in work more 
accidents occur. If for any reason pro- 
duction is speeded up in the last hours 
when the laborers arc fatigued, the 
rise in the number of accidents rises 
so rapidly as to leave no rotini to 
doubt that the higher accident risk 
accompanies the decline in working 
capacity of the emplye 

These conclusions are based on so 
careful a study by o"''<ers of the 'J. 
S I'ublic Health .Serviie and on s<) 
larg.' a iiu!iiber of em|d( \i-i '.hat tlicy 
may undoubtedly be i|v;-He(l by in- 
<lustrial engineers generally 

The full report is contained in I'ub- 
lic Health Bulletin \o lOtl. which is 
the first of a series to be published 
by the U. S. Public Health Service 
on the problems of industrial work- 
ing capacity. In the two hundrei 
pages making up the present report 
IS presented a wealth of information 
which no industrial engineer can af- 
ford to neglect. Certainly if American 
iadustrv is to maintain its present 
leadersnip it will only be as the result 
of the application of soiuid pliyaiol- 
ogical principlaa.

The department has drawn on the 
experience of 191 tractor owners, in 
the preparation of this bulletin, which 
is designed to enable •'•^ **^*^J* 
farmer to answer for biOMeH the fol- 
lowing questions:

It was found that tho namber of 
horata disposed of by the farmers m 
Haaatloa after buying tractors was be- 
tween two and three a farm The 
average number of acres tillable by

horses entirely on plowing, disking, 
and harrowing. Few operators allow- 
ed their horses to stand idle while 
the tractor was in use. 

The horses remaining on these 
farms are doing ".'> per cent of the 
tractive work, and the tractor the 
remainder.
